Having been through the kilns the 
cement clinker is run into storage 
bins until the time arrives for it to 
undergo the next metamorphosis in 
its career. Once more it is run 
through a tube mill, the only differ- 
ence being that the mill 1s somewhat 
smaller and that steel balls are used 
to pulverize the clinker instead of the 
pebbles, which are not suitable for 
this work, as they are liable to break 


themselves and get ground with the 
cement At this stage from two to 
four per cent. of gypsum, obtained 


from Manitoba, is added The effect 
of this ts to retard the setting action 
of the cement which would otherwise 
harden at an inconvenient rapidity 
when mixed with water and run into 
moulds, 

Finished Product. 


As the finished cement streams from 


the mills it feels smooth as so much 
flour and somewhat resembles the 
Standard government article in ap- 
pearance The chances are, however, 
that it would be rather indigestible if 
it were to be made up into bread or 
pie crust It is run into bins, of which 
there are twenty from which it is 
run up into another huge hopper and 
down an automatic feeding apparatus 
to be bagged The bins hold 60,000 
barrels of cement when filled and 
there is storage space for 49,000 bar. 
rels of cement clinker, ot 100,000 
barrels in all
